: ■'Aiustraliaus are beginning to regard the 
menacing increments of strength which 
the Russian navy in tho Pacific is daily 
receiving with somfj anxiety. The 
"colonists ask if it, is altogether ])rudent 
t6, defer any lorgeivthe attempt which 
waVrecently mada;to'^solvo the prob- 
lourrofJcoloni'al^defence; What thero- 
port^f th'e cohiinissibners appointed to 
inquire into the matter may tell us we 
know not; but it may bo permissablo to 
g.urge that, whatever they have to say, 
it would be well to say it as soon as 
jioFsi.ble. With Russia becoming every 
day- m6r"o'' powerful on the Pacific, tho 
y.^'uptmlian fcoloniesj-'un the event of 
I li'Aatiiitii^tli b'etween '.this country and 
the Czar'S;empire, , would simply lie at 
the mei'cy of the enemy. What i.s to 
be dreaded is not invasion so uiucii as 
■the' descent, of armed vessels on the 
coasts of the cdlbiiiel^'cbpable of expos- 
ing tKeiii to^^a piratical "raid. ''' iAl' scheme 
for fo'rtitying weak and strong places 
with-cannon ought to be easily devised, 
and the only question that isdebateable 
is whether it would be wise to mako 
the Australians organise a small navy 
ef their own. Oa tliis subject a groat 
deal of difference of opinion prevails 
among the colonists, who are .busy dis- 
cussing the matter in their newspapers 
just now. On tiie whole, the plan is 
riot one that seems to commend itself 
to the most prudent politicians on tho 
spot. It is obviously a serious thing 
_.to hamper a young country with such 
a costly institution as an iron-clad 
navy.^ Then,' as tfio Mother Country 
-uses the colonies, or certain ports in 
,ibem,-for repairing and coaling stations, 
'she has surely some direct interest in 
protecting them. Tiic project that it 
might be most proper to adopt would 
be to let the Australians have the ser- 
vices of a strong naval squadron from 
the Mother Country on condition that 
they bore part of the cost of maintain- 
ing it in their waters.

so scarce; thoimmediato result was chicken 
in eveiy form at every me.il for some days 
ill the ^vard-room. " , , , . 

On tho 27tli Juno the first ico^wiS seen 
in Davis' strait, and the fajliflgjompera- 
turo, with other signs, told of tho near 
approach of tho ice kin.g. 

In a week tho Arctic circle was crossed 
and tho expedition anchored oil' Disco, 
wliere tho complemeut^of stores was made 
up, Eskimo 'dogs^ahd-cfrivers shipped and 
a farewell bidden to the final connecting 
link with home. 

Tho lecturer thou olo(iiu'ntiy described 
the romantic scenery of the coast and the 
dangers which resulted from the countless 
icebergs which in grotesque and quaint 
ahapo floated on tho serouo waters. 

About this time, on ono occasion wdien 
tho weather was verj- foggy, it was decid- 
ed to secure the Alert to au ndjacunt ice- 
berg. A boat was despatched for this piu'- 
poao and when ono of tho crow was mak- 
mg a hole for tho anchor tho berg split in 
two and toppled over. A man was nn 
each piece who received a very cold duck- 
ing in tho foannng waters before rescued 
and brought safol}' back on board. 

After cros.siug the Ai-ctif circle tlu' re- 
gion of pL'i'|)L'tual da^' wa.s outoicd, the 
sun shining at midnight nearly as bright Iv 
as at uoonji'H'ith^Ut tlii9{«J«mtinuous tiglit 
navigation In 'tho'" Arctic 'soils ' would bo 
nearly impossible for a .ship nuist bo 
always making progress before tho dark 
season sets in, when navigation ceases. 

Avoiding ftlulvillo Bay Captaiu Nures 
pushed boldly through tho middle ice, and 
though success attended the endoavsr, 
o\-erytluiig was |)ropared for accidents, 
knupsiicks packed, bundles of food pro- 
pared, tho boats in perfect readiness in 
case tho ship shf)uld have to bo abandon 
ed at a uionient's notice. From tho 2!)th 
of July to tho lat of Scptond)cr they wore 
engaged in one long struggle with tho ice 
as they advanced up Smith's Sound, at 
times besot for many days and glad at 
making a few hundred yards, but every 
opportunity was seized till at last tho 
threshold of tho unknown regions was 
ctained. When delayed, the adjacent 
shore was generally visited, and search 
made for game and geological and botani- 
cal specimens, besides oxliilorating games 
of football, in which ofliccrsnnd men aliko 
joined. ' ' ' 

Un the '20th August tho Discovery was 
in winter quarters, just after a very nar- 
row escapoof both ships from being s(iucoz- 
ed to pieces between ai moving and a 
grounded iceberg., •, Nothing could be 
done on board, and after getting every 
thing ready for leaving tho ships when 
the crash came, they looked on silently 
till the expected destruction took place. 
Nearer and nearer wore tho ships car- 
ried to tho grim and motionless berg. A 
sliglit turn andi the5inn8s''!8\?6rvod. round 
leaving thorn "safer" Tho anxiety for 10 
minutes wai terrible. 

It was now that tho two ships parted, 
tho "Alert" going northwards alone and 
and on. tho.:29th of August she passed the 
8"2d parallel, of latitude. There a great 
change came over the ice; it was much 
thicker and more -'-penderouri, the -lloieB 
being from 80 to 100 foot thick. In three 
days Captain Hall's highest latitude was 
passed and the ship had gained a higiicr 
position than any other ship had done be- 
fore. Tho ico now became impenetrable 
and tho Alert was anchored bctBoeu' 
some grounded icebergs about 100 yards 
from shore. To tho north all was ico, a 
solid, impenetrable pack which no amount 
of imagination could twist into au .open 
Polar Sea, and hero were tho ne.xt cloven 
months to be spent, on the shores of tho 
Polar Ocean a frozen sea of such a nature 
as utterly to preclude the possibility of its 
being navigated by a .ship. And here, in 
this spot of utter desolation, the .Mert l;iy 
with land on one side, and mi the other 
tho illimitable polar pack. No soon- 
er was tho ship established in winter 
quarters than a preliminary sledfjing party 
was dospatched Ifort^flfardj 'b&t;ho better 
position wiis discovered' for tlm ship to 
winter in. By the 25th of September the 
ship was completely frozen in and tho 
young ico was stronij enough to support 
heavy weights. A largo sledging party 
now started, and after proceeding along 
tho coast-lino northward established a 
depot of provisions in readiness for tho 
main sledging parties which would Ijo des- 
patched the following spring. Tho hard- 
ships of slodgo travelling wore then gra- 
phically described. Tho lecturer told how 
the men become mero beasts of burden 
and have to drag their own sledges; iio 
change can be made in the fare and only 
a certain quantity allowed to each man. 
The tent is of tho very thinnest material 
and this h the only shelter against tho 
biting wind and snow storms. So small 
is the tent that 13 inches. by barely feet 
is allowed to each inmiite,^; and a^ small 
quantity of spirits of wine is all tho fuel 
attainable. During this sledge expedition 
the men sufrered greatly, nearly one-half 
being put on the sick list when tho ship 
was reached, some of whom suffered am- 
putation. Daring this autumn campaign 
the jiarty succeeded in passing by a couple 
of miles tho high latitude attained by that 
great Arctic navigator, Sir Edward Parry, 
40 years before. When the sledges re- 
turned preparations were made for passing 
the winter. The ship was housed in a 
complete set of a%vnings and the upper 
deck covered in by a thick layer of snow, 
and tho stoves arranged. The annise- 
ments of the crow wero then du.scribcd, 
and Captain JIarkhain alluded in couipli- 
montary terms to tho qualities displayed 
by an ofticor present in tho hall that even- 
inp as a printer, poet and composer. A 
press had been supplied to each ship, over 
which this gallant ofEcer presided, and a 
most clover bill of faro composed by him 
for the Christmas dinner was recited by 
the lecturer. Education was seen to, in- 
terspersed with; dramatic. and other ontcr- 
tainmehts,' and'tliijs 'the winter months 
passed pleasantly away. On October the 
11th the sun took his tiii:d departure, tho 
gloom increasing till its greatest intensity 
on Dcccniher 21st. The lecturer's account 
of Christmas Day showed it to have been 
as joyous and happy as some spent in less 
dreary latitudes, and the touching pi.em 
compoBod for the oe;asion by the chaplain 
of tho expedition, Mr. Pullen, was recit- 
ed. On the 2nd of March, after an ab- 
sence of nearly 150 days the "prodigal 
sun" shed his first welcome i-.'iys on tho 
ship, and now, strange to say, th.e most 
intense cold was experienced, tho . loivest 
corrected temperature then recorded 
being 74" or IOC below freezing point 
when whisky and rum frn^o so hard that 
pieces could bo broken off and e.aten. Tho 
cold was far from unpleasant as long 
as the body was kept warm by exercise ; 
though the first emerging into the air pro- 



duced tears wMoh soou'Vrere" tunied into 
little b.alls of ice. During all this time 
the Eakiiim dogs lived out of doors, thrir- 
ing almost buried in the snow-drifts. It 
was settled that two extended parties 
should be despatched from the Alert, ono 
to explore along tho coast line to tho west- 
ward, the other to push across tho j>olar 
pack to reach a^ high a latitude as possi- 
ble. ( ) wing to tho fact that tho polar pack 
would bo in motion during August, two- 
boats were taken with the northorn expe- 
dition and thus no loss than three sledges 
wore ncce.s.sary, so that after the two 
sle^lgo i)artie3 had dragged their own they 
had to return for tho third sledge, and 
owing to the rugged nature of tho; ice the 
same distance had often to be tmversed o 
and even 7 times ! 

On tho 3rd of April tho main sledging 
parties started, each party being support- 
ed by extended sledging parties so as to 
complete the nocessaiy provisions of the 
chief sledges when they returned. It was 
a brave and glorious sight on that bright 
cold morning to see llie .seven sledges 
drawn up in line and manned by a force 
of picked oflicors and-men all animated 
with tho desire of doing their duty. , : j 
Ou tho Sth day the depot' eBtablishejl 
tho last year was reached, and here' the 
supporting sledges took their departure, 
and tho others pushed ou, one to tho 
north and tho other along tho coast to tho 
westward. The costume of tho travellers 
was as follows: The underclothing con- 
sisted of thick llannel, overthis two flan- 
nel shirts, long-Bloev^d^ Wttis^oat8';-a^d 
thick guernseys with dufflo 'tro'w'sera 'and 
wide lluunol belts. Each person wore a 
suit of duck overalls which acted as "snow 
rcpoUors," and on tho head helinot caps 
jiresentod by her Imperial Miijesty tho 
Empress Eugeiiio, siirniouiited by sealskin 
cap.s. On tho foot were warm blanket 
wrappers, and over tho eyes snow-speota- 
clos, whilst at night each ono slipped into 
a dutllo sleeping b,ig. Tho duties of cook 
wero equally shared by tho aledgo crow, 
each performing the ofiicb in turji for 24 
hours, gdherally a mbst 'unpleasant and, 
hard task. Ho has to rise soma two hours 
before the rest and prepare tho cocoa, 
which, if very colil, is taken by the rest 
in their bags. NS'hilst the pemican is 
being prepared tho foot-gear is changed 
ami tho sleeping-bags rolled ujp. .After 
tho food is consumed tho touts are struck 
and tho march continved'Unty^luncli, after 
about five or six hours. Tltiii meal con- 
sisted of a little bacon and warm tea, tho 
former being phiced in tho latter before 
it is soft enough to cat, making.thus asort 
of soup. A ftor the day's march a suitable 
spot is lixed upon and the tent pitched 
inside a wall of snow whilst the cook is 
bringing supiier. Then Uie foot-gear is 
changed, and after examination by the 
ollicer for frost-bites, .all turn intcS" thoir 
bags, supper is served and then pipes are 
lighted and the rum served out, which 
was the most delightful part , of v;thp day, 
the small amount allowed *'(|"'glliy being 
mixed with water and never served out 
till evening. .-Vnd now all"ls rba'dy, the 
coverlet, which till ' tha^V^J^'int'o'ialjWct 
blanket, is like a sheet of' wood, is spread 
(jut find sleep fakes possession of tho 
weiiricd explorers. , ' 

Tho lecturer then described the pro- 
ceedings of the northorn division of sledges 
of which ho was in command. The road 
was terrible; often, to make any advance 
at all, it was necessary to cut a way with 
pickaxes and shovels through broad fringes 
of squeezed up hummocks from 20 to 30 
feet high and from 100 to 1000 yds. long. 
Tho ice floes became worse andj, worse as 
they advanced, till at llib' highest latitude 
reached, they attained their climax. Tho 
i.atural difliculties were unormous, ■ but 
wore not equal to the terriblcone which rose 
up against the party in the form of scurvy. 
One by, ono wero tho poor fellows aaaailod 
and prostrated in spite of their gallant ef- 
forts to resist the dreadful foo. On the 
.'j4th day after leaving tho ships five dis- 
abled and helpless men were carried on 
tho sledges. Tho temperature all this 
time remaining very low and always be- 
low zero. The 83rd pai-allel wm crosaod 
on the 24th .\pril and they had the aatis- 
faction of attainiiic; tho highest latitude 
over achieved by man. With oiily' '_30 
day's provisions left these gallant explor- 
ers turned their hxQfin moat reluctantly 
honiuwards after making reliable scienti- 
tic observations and surroundings. One 
liad already died and 11 men wero per- 
fectly disabled leaving two . oflicors and 
three men to do all tho work and it would 
tako 3 weeks Ijcforc the ship was roachod. 
Assistance was absolutely necessary, to 
procure it the captain's colleague actually 
sot out aloiio and aecomplished tho dis- 
tance of 35 miles through sno.w.„that was 
kneo deep in 22 hours aijd:a halfc^ Three 
days after they were relieved" and in a 
week were safely on board the "Alert," 
after an .'xliseiice of 73 days. During all 
this time tho other party liad been activ- 
ely at work exploring 220 miles of now 
coast, during their obsenco from tho 
Alert of 84 days. Thoy had likewise to 
be helped l)ack by a relief party and wero 
much prostrated by sickness. On tho re- 
turn of the sludging parties tho chaplain 
again composed some beautiful linos 
wliich the lecturer repeated. The ship 
was now turned into a hospital: and deli- 
gent search was made for fresK ''nieat ' in 
the shape of game, Avhich moat provident- 
ly was obtained. Tho lecturer when 
speaking of the unremitting attenticmn of 
the medical staff most feelingly alluded to 
the loss of Dr. IMosH in the Atalanta. 
Owing to the deplorable condition of the 
men Captain Nares doeidcd to proceed at 
once to England and not attempt another 
Arctic winter, and so preparations wore 
made for the return voyage, a passago 
was blasted for the Alert to make her 
way out and once again she faced the dan- 
gers of tlio moving icebergs and floes. 
After many an .anxious day and perilous 
position, the shiponco nun-e felt the roll 
of an undoubted ocean swell and with all 
anxiety and danger passed was soon niak- 
in.c; a direct course for home. 

The lecturer then briefly pointed out 
the results of tho expedition so success- 
fully commanded by Sir George Nares. 
The western .shore of Smith's sound was 
accurately surveyed for 200 miles and 
250 miles of newly discovered coast lino 
along the Polar Ocoan ivas delineated. 
Tho insularity of Greenland almost deter- 
mined and 100 miles of its previously un- 
discovered ahoro travelled over and map- 
ped. -A very completo series of magnetic 
and other scientific observations were 
mnde nearer tn the Polo than ever before, 
and very large and interesting collections 
of geological specimens wero brought 
homo. The lecturer thus concluded: "I 
look forward during tho next four or five 
years to the accomplishment of great 
achievcmenis in the Arctic Regions and I 
sincerely trust this largo void, this bare 
space on tho map extending from the 83rd 
parallel of latitude, will not long remain 
unknown, but attacked as it will be by 
reprcacnlatives of iill' tho great maritine 
nations, the flag of one at least and lot 
us hope it will be the Union Jack wUl be 
displayed from the Northorn summit, .of 
our globe. " Jji} Un^ - 4:Bh 6

Ho said 'that 
he proposed in the first place to state tho 
legal propositions upon which tho prison- 
ers' contention was based and to argue 
upon them, and secondly to consider the 
objections and arguments -made by the 
Crown. He theji i|ti|>t^d)\l^is'td?90[i4il^ons 
to be: (1.) No triaTOas^lbceir'haa before 
any court of assize, nisi prim, oyer and 
terminer, or general gaol delivery, as such 
tribunals have power to try prisoners 
only when authorized by commission and 
there was no commission in this case. 
(2,) A legal trial before. the Supreme 
^pourt; ; the' only tribunal which>ex nrtiifc 
officii could take 'cbgriizance' of 'tlie alleg- 
ed oflfence, has not been had because such 
Court can only exercise its powers under 
tho same conditions as could the Court of 
QuGon's Bench in England and here. 

(it) Tho Court never had cognizance of 
the alleged oflenco inasmuch a-s tho pri- 
soners were never presented by a grand 
jury forthcoming according to law. 

(b) Conceding that a proper present- 
inent was made, still the Court never luid 
cognizance of the alleged offence, as the 
prisoners wore never brought before the 
Court by warrant, habeas corpus, venire 
j'ucia^, certiorari or otherwise. 

(c) Granting that tho prisoners wore 
properly before tho Court no jury process 
was awarded and, consequently,, the .pri- 
soners wore never given in charge of- or 
tried by a proper jury. 

("(i) No nwi'jjHits warrant was granted 
by Her Majesty or by tho Attorney Gen- 
oral, and yet the prisoners were not tried 
at bar— tho only yyny in whicli a trial 
could take place without such warrant. 

(e) Although no direction or order ac- 
cording to the terms of the statute 11, 
George IV, and 1, William IV, c. 70, s. 7, 
has been obtained tho alleged trial' )ias 
throughout been hold in vacation, not in 
term, and is consequently void. 

Counsel then stated tho po.sitiini tiikoii 
by tlio Crown and contended that tlie 
point which had to bo discussed was whe- 
ther a commission should have is.siied. 
Tlio Govenmicnt in raising no technical 
objections were conferring no favor dn the 
prisoners as they knew that iiidess" the 
Tiialter was decided by the Court here the 
Ottawa outhoritioH would pardon tlio i)ri- 
sonors. It was entirely immaterial to con- 
sider whetlier tlie commission shouhl lio 
that of the Governor Gonoral or the I^t.- 
Goyernor, for if it would lie improper, as 
contended by the Crown, to try tlio pri- 
soners with a Lt.-Govornor's commission 
a fortiori it wa.s improper to hold tho 
Court witlioiit a conimi,s3ion of .■uiy kind. 
That part of the .argument on tlie part of 
the Grown which was b.asod upon a ro-^ 
feronce to former trials being held with-' 
out commissions was entirely irrelevant 
ant and improper. Wo are horo neitlier 
to attack or defend tlio judges in respect 
of the holding of previous Courts. It 
was not right to place tlic Court in the 
position of being judgt s of their own con- 
duct. But while upon tlie subject- he 
(Mr. D. ) would state that under the l4th 
section of the B.N.A. Act, 1807, it was 
clear that the Lt. -Governor might issue 
the commissions if deputed to do so. Ho 
had issued commissions and it conse- 
quently had remained only for the judges 
to execute^ them and not to question tlio 
LieuC'-GoVfirhor!!!' auth&ily?'<»'ii8k-'t6 see 
liis authority. This view was sustain- 
ed by-C. J. Harrison in the case of Amer 
ij. Reg and in tlio case of Wliclan 
Reg. Now, after having issued tho com- 
missions and caused courts to bo held 
under them the Government, by the affi- 
davit of Mr. Richards, announce the 
startling fact that ho never had 
power to do so and thus stul- 
tify their own acts for years. It 
was useless to endeavor to shift the blanic 
upon tho shoulders of those who Aad 
merely acted in obedience to commissions 
which by law they could not question. 

In dealing with the point at ijsiie. Mr 
Davie referred to Lord Cockburn's re- 
marks in case of jMartin vs. Maconochio, 
L. R. 3 G. B. D, wliicii shows the strict- 
ness with which all points of criminal 
procedure must be dealt with. 

The Chief Justice^If I hadhadthe nd- 
vantage of your research I should' have 
included tho remarks of C. J. Cockburn 
in my report to tlie Minister of Ju.stico. 

Mr. Davio then procesded to review tho 
history of the courts in England from the 
time of the Norman conquest down to tho 
establishment ^pf justices Jn eyro.Jby., the 
s'tatute^of .iJorthampton.in 1176, which 
were* abolised by the ' statute 13 Edw. 
1. c. 30 constituting justices of assize and 
iii'.ii prius. Ho proceeded to quote from 
Chalnier's Colonial Constitution, Hallam's 
History of the middle ages, Stephen's 
Coinineiitarios and other autliorities to 
show that such justices must be appointed 
by special commission although they liold 
the position of judges of the courts at 
Westminster and that tlie judges of 
courts of oyer and tei miner, gaol delivery 
assize and nisi priiis derived their author- 
ity from four' several authorities.

Davie) submitted that he also had a riglit 
to comment upon them and- show that 
the views expressed by the judges were 
entirely consistent with tlio present con- 
tention.
